Applicants respectfully request herewith that the Examiner consider the following two 
references that were cited in an English-language copy of an International Search Report (ISR) 
submitted with the Information Disclosure Statement of April 4, 2005.

Applicants note that these references were not considered by the Examiner because the 
references were not in English. However, Applicants note that in accordance with 37 CFR § 
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1.98(a)(3)(i), MPEP § 609.04(a)(III) provides that, a concise explanation meeting the content 
requirements for an IDS "where the information listed is not in the English language, but was 
cited in a search report of other action by a foreign patent office in a counterpart foreign 
application, the requirement for a concise explanation of relevance can be satisfied by submitting 
an English-language version of the search report or action which indicates the degree of 
relevance found by the foreign office." In the present case, an English-language copy of an ISR 
(issued in corresponding International Application PCT/JP03/08306 and citing the 
aforementioned references), was concurrently submitted to the Patent Office on April 4, 2005 
with an IDS for consideration. Accordingly, the English-language copy of the ISR satisfies the 
requirements of a concise explanation of the content of references 1 and 2, and references 1 and 
2 above should be considered by the Office.
